Carpentier 
Preparing 
'Stiff Act 
Secretary of State 
Would Get Power 
To Suspend Permits 
SPRINGFIELD, HI.—Off) 


A much stricter state driver's 
license law is being drafted 
by Secretary of State Charles 
F. Carpentier for presentation 
to the Illinois general assem- 
bly. 


In its present form, the Carpen- 


tier proposal would empower the 
secretary of state to suspend a 
driver's license without prelimi- 
nary hearing for "good cause," as 
in the case of a hit and run traffic 
offense involving a death. 


There would be provisions for 


review of the action within 20 days 
by a hearing board, and ultimate- 
ly by the courts. 


Carpentier outlined his thinking 


to a reporter Thursday and sub- 
ordinates sketched in details of his 
plan. 


Model Act 


The proposed new law would be 


patterned 
after the model act 


recommended by the National As- 
sociation of Motor Vehicle Admin- 
istrators. It would represent a 
complete rewrite of the existing 
statute. 


Besides the enlarged suspension 


power for the secretary of state, 
the new plan would have these 
main provisions: 


1. Driver's license examining 


functions, now divided between the 
secretary of state's office and the 
state public safety department un- 
der the governor, would be con- 
solidated within the secretary's of- 
fice. The secretary's staff now 
handles Cook county, and the gov- 
ernor's personnel test in downstate 
counties. 


Filing System 


2. A filing system would be built 


up with a folde^ on each of the 
state's nearly 
2.500,000 licensee 


drivers. Data pertinent to a driv- 
er's performance behind the wheel 
would be collected in his folder 
at Springfield. 


3. AH courts in the state would 


be required to report actions taken 
on traffic violations, whether the 
case against the motorists was 
brought under state law or a mu- 
nicipal ordinance. At present, re 
ports are forwarded only when a 
state law has been broken. If a 
prosecution, say for reckless driv- 
ing, has been brought under a mu- 
nicipal ordinance, a report of con 
viction is not requVed.

Efforts,were made by the 
1951 Legislature to strengthen it, 
but amounted to a patching job. 


Could Suspend 


Depending on improved files, the 


secretary even would be author- 
ized to suspend a license if accu- 
mulated information reflected a 
habitual or repeated "disrespect 
of traffic regulations." 


The license of a driver shown to 


be repeatedly reckless, or incom- 
petent, could be suspended. 


The draft also contains provi- 


sions to require renewals on a 
two year basis, instead of every 
three years as now. Stricter ex- 
aminations would be given to li- 
cense applicants, and all licensed 
drivers would have to undergo a 
new examfnatioa upon reaching 
age 65.

He 
replied it needs remedial action 
and he thought he and his asso 
ciates were competent to take thai 
action. He did not spell out what 
he meant by this. 


May Be Helpful 


On the other hand, Dulles said 


the State department could not re- 
buff a lawful investigation by Con- 
gress. He thought it quite ppssi 
ble. he continued, that such an in- 
vestigation would bring out facts 
which would be helpful to him and 
his associates. 


There have been published re 


ports that the morale of State de- 
partment employes carried over 
from the Truman administration 
was badly shaken by the coopera- 
tion of Dulles and his lieutenants 
with Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), a 
ong time critic of the department. 


Dulles said he knew of no bad 


morale but explained that he had 
:ontact only with the top dozen 
policy directors and administration 
chiefs of the State department. 


McCarthy said today his infor- 


mation is that the morale of "real- 
y good Americans" in the depart- 
ment is at a peak.

The resolution is slated 
for 


House action next week. 


In approving without change the 


draft submitted by President Eis- 
enhower, the committee appeared 
to squelch any major split on the 
issue in the House itself. 


Some* Republican 
committee 


members had wanted the resolu- 
tion couched in stronger terms 
perhaps criticizing former Presi- 
dents Truman and Roosevelt for 
having participated in the Pots- 
dam, Yalta and Tehran agree 
ments. 


But Democrats had threatened 


a floor fight if such language was 
added to th.e legislation.

Tax BUI for $100 


Senator Williams Says Bargain 
Settlements 'Perfectly Ridiculous' 


WASHINGTON UP)—Sen 


Williams 
(R-Del) told 
the 


senate today that treasury 
officials allowed a Californian 
to settle a $521,601 claim for 
delinquent alcohol taxes by 
paying $100. 


In a Senate speech, Williams 


listed and denounced a series o. 
tax settlements made at what he 
termed "an insiginificant fraction' 
of the amounts the governmen 
claimed was due. Some of the 
cases went back to the 1930s and 
earlier. 


If the claims were valid, Wil- 


liams argued, the bargain settle 
ments were "perfectly ridiculous 
and unjustified." 


And if 
the 
claims 
exceeded 


amounts actually due, he said 
"then the false claims by the 
government constitute n o t h i n g 
short of blackmail." 


Williams commented too that 


some of the settlements were "ap- 
proved by public officials whose 
own honesty and integrity have 
been challenged during the recent 
months." 


As Williams_related it, the Cali- 


fornian's case" involved a question 
of ability to pay. But many of 
the others did not. 


Williams named the Jos. Schlitz 


Brewing Co. of Milwaukee as hav 
ing sqttlcd one claim by paying 
$•(,225 "instead ot $261,189 that the 
Treasury's alcohol tax unit origi 
nally had claimed to be due.

i dark world for many people, hope 


and courage are needed today. Fortunate are 
those who are able to see the light which comes 
from the life of Jesus of Nazareth. In His life and 
words He revealed what God is like. He has been 
called "the Light of the World." The light which 
comes from His life is like that of a gem with 
many facets in which all races of men can see 
its glory. 


The light of kindness shines from His life. He went about do- 


ing good. He was kind to children, to young people, to those m 
the strain of middle years, and to those in life's earthly sunset. The 
strong and the weak, the rich and the poor, even the sinners, were 
part of His concern. When men were nailing Him on a cross, He 
said, "Father, forgive them, for they know not what they do." 


* 
The light of character shines from His life. For forty days Jesus 


was sorely tempted but was triumphant in all of this experience. 
His enemies could not daunt Him. Neither the tyranny of Jewish 
legalism nor the arrogant power of Rome could crush Him. Men 
who have seen the light of His character have been inspired to 
follow Him and to endure all manner of hardship. His life was pure 
and sinless. Through the years His character has never been assail- 
ed. One man has said of Him, "Purest among the mighty and 
mightiest among the pure." He has become man's eternal con- 
temporary. 


The light of knowledge shines from the life of Jesus. He hod 


a broad grasp of great truths that make for a better world. He was 
a child of His day as far as much of our secular knowledge is con- 
cerned, but He was way out in front in His grosp of spiritual reali- 
ties. We have not yet fully explored the areas where the light of 
His teachings has gone.

A third solution is for the local 


champion to give the other players 
a handicap. A reasonable amount

New Price Index Shows 
Small Living Cost Drop 


WASHINGTON i/P>— The- 


ment reported today that living 
costs dropped two-tenths of one 
per cent between imd-Decembei 
and mid-January. 


The decline, mainly due to lowei 


retail prices for food and clothing, 
was reflected in a new consumer 
price index put out for the first 
time today by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


The new index is designed to 


reflect consumer price changes 
more accurately than did the one 
used previously. It prices more 
items, covers more cities and 
brings the calculations up to date 
on new consumer buying habits. 


The new index for mid-January 


is 113.9. Government living cost 
figures always are a month or so 
late because of time required to 
compile them. 


Above Average 


The figure means that in mid- 


January living costs were 13.9 per 
cent above the average for the 
1947-49 period, which is used as 
the index base. It is 0.7 per cent 
above a year ago. 


Many labor unions had contracts 


under which wage rates were to 
be adjusted upward or downward 
according to changes in the old 
index. 


A spokesman for General Motors 


Corp. said the new living cost 
figures indicated a one cent-per 
hour decrease in wages for about 
a half million of its employes. 


He said, however, that because 


of government delay in publishing 
an "old series" index no adjust- 
ment in wage rates would be made 
for the time being. 


The "old series" index was once 


abandoned by the government, but 
was recently revived on orders of 
President Eisenhower to accom- 
modate employes and unions hav-

harmony of new Republican state 
officials appeared today to be in 
for some strain over Gov. William 
G. Stratum's plan for building a 


1,3 million dollar state 
office 


building. 


And there were signs, that mi- 


nority Democrats may try to ex- 
ploit GOP differences. 


The potential sources of discord 


are two-fold, state officials said 
privately. 


One is the neglect so far of the 


governor to consult with other new- 
ly elected state officers, including 
Secretary of State Charles F. Car- 
pentier and State Auditor Orville 
E. Hodge, as to whether they de- 
sire or need space in the proposed 
new building. 


The second is Stratum's inten- 


tion to make one of his own ap- 
pointees, the state public works 
director, custodian of the new 
structure with control of the jobs 
involved. 


Three of the four existing ma- 


jor buildings in the state capitol 
jroup now are cared for by the 
secretary of state. The exception 
s the State Armory Building, serv- 
iced by the state military and 
naval affairs department under the 
'overnor. 
The question of custodianship 


was raised by Democrats at the 
hearing Tuesday at which the 
House Executive Committee ap- 
proved the governor's bill for the 
new office building. The two votes 
against approval were cast by 
Democrats, and there was specu- 
lation that an attempt might be 
made to amend the bill on the 
louse floor. 


If this is done, the house GOP 


majority would be confronted with 
the necessity of deciding publicly 
jetween Stratton and Carpentier 
on the custody question. 


On the matter of space, Stratton 


recommended putting up a new 
building to overcome crowded con- 
ditions now existing in the state- 
louse—conditions felt most severe- 
y by Carpentier. 
Part of the secretary's staff 


vorks in cramped basement quar- 
crs, often called the catacombs, 


and another portion on the sixth 
floor which never was intended for 
offices. 


A Stratton subordinate in a posi- 


tion to know has said that provision 
is being made in designing the new 
building only for employes under 
Stratton's jurisdiction.

On 


homes, for example, rates dropped 
from 18 cents per $100 coverage to 
16 cents. 


Two years ago Polo rural resi- 


dents also received a reduction in 
fire insurance rates when the Polo 
fire department was designated a 
class A rural department. 


In comparison, Polo's neighbor, 


Mt. Morris, which currently is 
petitioning for establishment of a 
fire protection district to replace 
the city fire department, is a Class 
8 fire risk. Proponents of the pro- 
posed fire district say the commu- 
nity stands a good chance of being 
reclassified to Class 7 should the 
fne district proposal be approved. 


They contend better fire protec- 


tion would be provided by a fire 
district, thereby bringing a reduc- 
tion in fire insurance lates. 


Polo officials credit its depart- 


ment's 
efficiency and 
adequate 


equipment with bringing the vil- 
lage a reduction in rates.

President's Cold War Moves 
May Take Time to Develop 


By JAMES TtiAKLOW 


WASHINGTON UP) - In waging 


its psychological war against the 
Russians the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration will have to think (of the 
psychological effect at home. 


In the long run the degree of 


support the administration gets for 
its efforts will depend on the un- 
derstanding of the people of what's 
happening and why. 


If some of what the administra- 


tion has done so far seems vague 
it may be because it is part of 
a larger plan which is being un- 
folded quietly and won't be fully 
known for some time. 


•! 
Purpose Unknown 


Publicly the administration so 


far has announced two intentions 
but has not, it seems, disclosed 
their full and ultimate purpose. 


Both were announced by Presi- 


dent Eisenhower in his State of 
the Union message: 


.1. He said he'd tell the Seventh 


Fleet to let the Chinese National- 
ists on Formosa attack the Com- 
munist mainland. Since this is 
what thev had been doing tor a 
year anyway, it may have made 
the Russians and Chinese Commu- 
nists wonder if something more 
drastic was in store for them. The 
deneutralization of the fleet caused 
some puzzlement here and among 
the Western Allies. 


2. Eisenhower also said that this 


country should reject secret war- 
time agreements with foreign gov- 
ernments which permitted enslave- 
ment of any peoples. It was as- 
sumed he meant the Yalta agree- 
ment to let the people of Eastern 
ISurope choose their own govern- 
ments, in free elections. 


Cites GOP Platform 


Th» Republican campaign plat- 


form pledged, if the party won, 
that secret agreements made by 
the Democrats would be repudi- 
ated. 


Eisenhower didn't go so far as 


the platform. 
He didn't call for 


"repudiation." He knew that if he 
did the Russians might, retaliate 
by repudiating agreements 
with 


this country. 


In the end what Eisenhower ask- 


ed Congress to approve in resolu- 
tion form was a very much wat- 
ered-down version. In effect, he 
asked Congress to condemn th« 
Russians for playing dirty 
pool 


and to say ^ this country would 
never approve enslavement of any 
peoples. 


Some members of his own party 


in Congress aie now wrangling 
with his administration over this. 
They want a tougher 
resolution, 


but Secretary of State Dulles yes- 
teiday asked them to let Eisen- 
hower's proposals stand as is. 


Important Act 


"This resolution," 
Dulles said, 


"is no call to bloody and senseless 
revolution. On the other hand it 
is no idle gesture. It is an act of 
great historical 
importance and 


many consequences will stem from 
it. 


"As its purpose becomes more 


and more widely understood, it 
will, over the coming years, re- 
vive the inherent longing for free- 
dom which persists within the cap- 
tive peoples so that longing be- 
comes a mounting spiritual power 
which will eventually overcome the 
material power of Soviet dictator- 


hip. . . ." 
Just what consequences would 


flow from this resolution, Dulles 
didn't say. 


He was asking Congress and the 


people to take his wisdom on faith.
